It Is a sorry mess in which members of the 
Nebraska state board of control find themselv es 
entangled. 
The board’s members Monday were 
summoned before Gov ernor Val Peterson with a 
request for their resignations, a request based 
upon a letter written to the gov ernor by Attorney 
General Walter R. J ohnson, charging that all 
three members of the board had accepted minor 
gratuities in the form of poultry and eggs from 
the prison management; that the chairman of the 
board, Mrs. Hahn, had receiv ed 500 ornamental 
trees from land belonging to the state, trees trans­ 
planted in turn upon a farm belonging to the 
chairman and her husband; and that Board Mem­ 
ber Willey had receiv ed a frigidaire from the 
dismantled Genoa farm for use in his own home.

This is little stuff—“ chicken feed.” Because 
of the relativ ely minor character, the pettiness 
of the transactions called into question, and prop­ 
erly so, the shock is that much the greater. 
On 
the* basis of the information that has been made 
public by Gov ernor Peterson, the truth or falsity 
of which this paper is in no position to judge, 
concern goes to the fact that responsible public 
officials—members on the board of control 
a 
position of greatest trust~in naiv e fashion, hav e 
opened themselv es to public criticism, and im­ 
mediate remov al if the charges are substantiated.

The immediate task, of course, is a thorough­ 
going inv estigation to establish the facts. 
Until 
the facts hav e been clearly determined, the pub­ 
lic w ill do well to suspend judgment.

If the charges which Attorney General J ohn­ 
son has transmitted to Gov ernor Peterson are 
confirmed, then the members of the board of 
control should step down. 
(The board Tuesday 
ssked for a legislativ e hearing but it appeared 
Gov ernor Peterson would make his own inv es­ 
tigation.) It is to the board itself, its duties, and 
its responsibilities, that public attention should 
be directed at this time. 
The board was estab­ 
lished in 1913 by the late Gov ernor J ohn H. 
Morehead. It was his answer to a prison outbreak; 
to conditions that had become intolerable in the 
management of state institutions. Under the pro­ 
v isions of the legislation establishing the board 
of control management of all of the institutions 
roming under its jurisdiction, institutions hous­ 
ing thousands of wards of the state, and employ- 
4 


ing staffs of hundreds of employes, were taken 
out of the realm of partisan politics. 
That is as 
it should be. 
The act in creating the board of 
control spiecifically prov ided for majority and 
minority membership. It beckoned to the highest 
type of public serv ice. Mr. Morehead appointed a 
board of exceptional capability—a board whose 
members possessed outstanding business ability. 
In the main that precedent set by Gov ernor 
Morehead has been followed without departure, 
although in late years it has seemed on occasions 
that the tendency has been to look upon appoint­ 
ment to the board more as a means of giv ing 
political recognition to deserv ing party workers. 
There may be no basis for this dev eloping feeling.

But the present episode can 
be of some v alue 
if once again it directs attention to the peculiar 
character of the board of control—a non-partisan 
agency—an arm of state gov ernment that was not 
intended to be utilized as a means of rewarding 
the political faithful through appointment— but 
an agency entrusted with one of the two greatest 
responsibilities to fall upon the shoulders of state 
gov ernment.

The circumstances that project the present 
inquiry are familiar. Throughout a period of fiv e 
years the labor shortage has been acute. During 
much of that time it has been difficult, if not 
impossible, to get help, and when help was av ail­ 
able, it was costly. 
Throughout that entire time 
commodity scarcities were acute. And here were 
men idle and doing nothing. 
But those circum­ 
stances could justify no member of the board of 
control, or no other public official from accept­ 
ing gratuities either in the form of labor by 
prison inmates or produce grown by the prison 
or at any other state institution, if such has been 
the case.

Public office'and public serv ice embody a 
trust—a sacred trust. One in public life not only 
must be abov e suspicion and criticism but one 
in public life must not permit circumstances to 
arise to create suspicion or giv e rise to criticism. 
While the question is hot there should be a thor­ 
ough ov erhauling of board oí control activ ities to 
put an end to disturbing idle talk and to depress­ 
ing gossip. 
The facts—all of the facts—regard­ 
less of indiv iduals— should be ascertained. 
It it 
not healthy nor wholesome to hav e irresponsible 
talk constantly in circulation.

The legislature is now in 
session pondering ov er the ques­ 
tion of how to raise $60 million 
dollars in the next two years. Mosi 
of this must be shouldered on real 
estate and personal taxes. 
Ne­ 
braska has shown against a sales 
tax. 
People coming from othei 
states wonder how we get along 
without a sales tax. 
Well, w'e do 
by loading it on real estate and 
personal property. 
When our of­ 
ficials go to other states, they are 
patted on the back, as accomplish­ 
ing something tjiat seems impos- 
sioie. 
They probably don’t know 
that we pay a paltry sum to the 
aged, that we fail to match dollars 
with the federal gov ernment, that 
our state institutions are in a de­ 
plorable condition.

Gross reported, under irrigation 
had stands which averaged one 
stalk about every 12 inches. Most

stands. 
N. 
Ammonium nitrate applied at 
the rate of 100 to 125 pounds per 
acre under irrigation gave as high 
y ields in the contest as did sweet 
clover. It was pointed out, how­ 
ever, that there is alway s some 
carry -over nitrogen to the nex t 
crop from the legumes and little 
to no carry -over from the n itro­ 
gen fertilizer. 
There may be a 
tendency on some farms to foi^et 
good legume rotations in favor of 
nitrogen fertilizers, it was dis­ 
closed. This practice, said Gross, 
may tend to reduce organic m atter 
in the soil making it more diffi­ 
cult to work and less absorptive of 
W'ater. He said there is no com­ 
plete substitute for legumes in the 
crop rotation, 
Rootworm Damage. 
Corn rootworm damage was also 
noted in the report. It said no 
doubt there was considerable re­ 
duction in y ield in some contest 
fields because of this insect pest. 
Good crop rotation, it was con­ 
cluded, offer the most practical 
solution to the problem but the 
use of commercial nitrogen fertil­ 
izers also

New State Laws Asked. 
Covering state needs, the asso­ 
ciation passed resolutions which 
called on the Nebraska legisla­ 
ture to; 
(1) To create a reclamation dis­ 
trict in the state, and provide it 
with powers for a balanced use of 
gravity and pump irrigation. To 
enable such a district to make 
contracts with federal agencies for 
funds. 
(2) For the clarification of stat­ 
utes relating to the beneficial use 
of water. This includes, for the de­ 
termination of the ex istence of 
surplus water; for determining a 
watershed; for the use of surplus 
water; and for the determination 
of what land may properly and 
most economically be irrigated. 
(3) For the legislature to make 
proper appropriation for the use 
of the state engineer’s office to 
make a review of unused appro­ 
priations of water in the state. 
Against Acreage LimiUtlon. 
In the only floor fight, members 
voted down a motion which would 
have approved the National Recla­ 
mation’s policy of limitation of 
acreage to an individual until con­ 
struction charges are fully paid on 
his land. 
Leading the fight, Harvey Lip- 
pencott, of Gibbon, charged that 
under the plan Nebraska farmers 
would be limited to irrigation of 
only 160 acres until costs of the 
project were met. 
In other resolutions, members 
urged that all participating public 
power districts follow a policy of 
adequately supporting the irriga­ 
tion program by pay ment of rea­ 
sonable and profitable charges for 
wholesale power from the hy dro­ 
electric developments.

Our stake in 
soil c'in.servatinn and reclamation 
is identical with yours," the chan­ 
cellor assorted. 
Translate Theories. 
“ Our task is to translate the 
theories of science into the prac­

Therefore, there should be the 
closest co-operation between the 
people of the state and their child, 
their state university," he de­ 
clared. 
The chancellor pointed out that

university,

“ Universities are almost unique 
in the fact that they provide so­ 
ciety with men trained in the 
solving of complex problems of 
today," said the chancellor, “ and 
outside of a few great industries
